F. tiff. IPC|4/5(285) /92—97.—In exercise of the powers eoniefrjd wukr 
paragraph 16 of the Export and Import Policy, 1992—97, the Chief Oanhofter 
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of Imports and Exports hereby makes the following amendments in the Hand¬ 
book: of Procedures, 1992—97 :— 

Cl) In Chapter V, paragraph 78 shall be replaced by the following:— 

“Import of ocean going ships and other ocean going vessels may be 
made without a licence on the basis of the approval or guidelines 
issued by Ministry of Surface Transport, Government of India. 
Import of ocean going trawlers may be made without a licence 
on the basis of the approval or guidelines issued by the Ministry 
of Food Processing Industries. Import of old ships, vessels etc, 
for the purpose of breaking may be made without a licence.’* 

(2) In Chapter V, paragraph 7 9 -.hall be replaced by the following: — 

“Application for import of coastal ships, boats and other coastal 
water transport crafts may he made to the Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports through the Ministry of Surface Transport 
in the form given in Appendix VIT. Application for import of 
trawlers operating in the coastal waters may be made to the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports through the Ministry of Food 
Processing Industries in the form given in Appendix VII.” 

2. Attention is invited to the provision contained in Paragraph 98(xii) of 
the Handbook of Procedures, 1992—97, inserted by Ministry of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 23-(PN)|92—97 dated the 30th June, 1992. In terms of 
the aforesaid provision import of prototypes and samples not exceeding five in 
number in a year may be made without a licence, provided the imports do not 
involve foreign exchange remittances, by Actual Users (Industrial) or recognised 
research and development institutions already engaged in the production of or 
research in the item for which prototypes|sarople is soutrht far product develop¬ 
ment or research, as the case may be upon a self-declaration to that effect to 
tho satisfaction of the Customs authorities. The following shall be added at 
the efitf of the abovementioned sub-paragraph :— 

‘Import of prototypes/samples may also be made on payment by Actual 
Users Industrial or research and development institutions as per the 
abovementioned terms and conditions.”
